I could 
not find even a single flower having more than 4 
stamens. I fully agree with Raven in his assump¬ 
tion that McCann was probably dealing with L. 
hyssopifoila which is very common in India and 
which has 4 long persistent and 4 short easily

caducous stamens. Raven reports two specimens 
of L. perennis with supernumerary stamens from 
the Paris Herbarium. It is my opinion that such 
cases are exceedingly rare.
